Madrid, December 9. 


HE King has been almoft every Day to 

take a Review of the Troops that have 

pafs’d between Carabanchel and Lega- 

nez. The Regiment of Maine, which 
7 made the Rear-guard of the French 
Troops; pais’'d near this City fome Days ago, and 
is gone on ‘with the others for Arragon. Order is 
fent to the Governour of Rofez, to receive the Troops 
and Artillery that are coming from France, to ferve 
in Catalonia. We have Advice by Letters from Bal- 
baftro, that the 9th of laft Month the Governour 
Bon Antonio d’ Amezaga had Intelligence, that a 
Party of Miquelets of 300 Foot and 30 Horfe, were 
within a League of the Place, at the Ford of Bo- 
quera. He caus’d the Piquer of the Regiment of 
Horfe of the Orders to march, and follow’d them at 
fome Diftance. The Miquelets made a great Fire 
from behind fome Trees that are on the other fide of 
the River Cinca, but our Horfe dividing themfelves 
into 2 Troops of 30 each, forded through the River 
in 2 Places, and attack’d them fo Vigoroufly, that 
they kill’d above 100, and took 20 Prifoners of which 


fome died of their Wounds. The fame Day the 
Governour of Ainfa having taken a View of the 


Bridge of Medianos poffefs’d by the Enemy, attack’d 
them with a Troop of Horfe and a Detachment of 
Foot of the Regiment of Navrre, beat them from 
the Bridge and took 2 Field-pieces. aki 
~ From the Leiden Gazette, dated December 31: 
Letters from Madrid of the 9th of Decsmber, ad- 
vife, that Don Juan de Bizzaron Knight of the Or- 
der of Alcantara, was to fer out from Madrid the 
next Day for Cadix, having with fome other private 
Per(ons enter’d into an Agreement with the Court to 
fr out the Galleons; thar he had actually advanc’d 
a Som ow thac Account; and that it was giver ont 
thofe Galleons might Sail for America in February 
next: Bur that ic was much doubted, becaufe the 
French do not appest to be in a Condition to fpare a 
fufficient Convoy to go with them. : 
Fiom the Paris Letter, dated Decemb. 28. 
Pars, Decemb. 28. By Letters from Spain. ’tis 
advis'd, that 400 Men fent by the Viceroy of Naples 
to ferve in Catalonia, are arriv’d at Port Mahon. The 
King has fent Order to Monfieur Courten to get in- 
to Rofez with 3 Battallions of his Regiment, and 8 
Troops of Dragoons; and a great Convoy of Pro- 
vifions and Ammunition is getting ready to. be fenr 
thither from Perpignan; °Tis advis'd from Italy, 
there is ground ro fear that the Lands of Lombardy 
and the Ferrareze which are overflowed by the Po 


and other Rivers, will have fo much Sand lefe upon’ 


them, that they can bear no Corn in fome Years. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated December 29. 
Ratisbon, December i7. The Butcher who in the 
Night furpriz’d Kelheim (as was {aid in our former) 
is call’d Kraus. He has taken upon him to com- 
mand in that Place as Governour, and Stiles himfelf 
Lieutenant General of the Bavarians that are in 
tArms, The Brewers of that Town have been 
oblig'd to pay him 4000 Florins, and rhe Convents a 


certain Sum, to fave themfelves from being plun’ 
der’d. He difarm’d 47 Imperialifts he found in Gar- 
rifon there, and threaming to ftrip them and creat 
them as Prifoners of War, almoft all of them have 
taken Service under him, the Officers excepted, 
whom he fuffer’d to go out whither they would. 
The 14th Inftant he fent Orders to aii the Towns 
and Villages about Kelheim, to fend him a Man 
from each Houfe, on pain of military Execution ; 
which being obey’d, and feveral Volunteers having 
alfo joyn’d him, he has now 3000 Men, of whom 
he has fent a Detachment to furprize Riedenbourg, 
ove bring from thence 4 Pieces of Cannon to Kel- 

eim. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Decemb. 31. 

Ratisbon, Decemb. 21. On Friday laft our Magi- 
firates receiv’d a Letter from Kraus the Butcher et 
Kelheim, in which he acquainted them that he had 
let the common Paffage-Boat which was returning 
hither from Ingoldftad pafg freely ; and that he was 
difpos’d to live friendly and neighbourly with this 
City, provided Affurances were forthwith given him, 
that we would act nothing againft the Bavarians in 
Arms vader his Command; otherwife he would 


come and lay wafte this Place with Fire and Sword. 


Our Magiftrates immediately communicated this 
Letter to the Diet, and ask’d their Advice; which 
was that fuch a Letter did not deferve an Anf{wer: 
Yefterday came Advice, that the Burghers of Kel- 
heim being inform’d fome Troops were on the March 
to difpoffefs the Revolred Peafants, took a Refolution 
to deliver up the Place to the Imperialifts to faye 
themfelves from Ruine. Of which Kraus having 
notice, he fled out of one of the Gates of the Town 
with his Adherents ; but was purfu’d and overtaken 
by the Imperialifts. After a harp Difpute, many of 
the Peafants being kill’d, the reft were dtiven back 
into the Place through the fame Gate they came out 
at ; and the Imperialifts entring Pellmell with them 

put to the Sword all that made Refiftance, But pave 
Quarter to fome who pleaded they had been com- 
pell’d by Kraus and othersto take Arms. Kravs had 


himfelf, bur being difcover'd, was imprifon’d 


and Procefs is making ont againft him, 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated December 29. 

Warfaw, Decemb.11. They write from Grodno the 
4th of this Month, that the day before‘the Czar of 
Mufcovy gave a Magnificent Entertainment to King 
Auguftus and 24 Senators of his Party. Some of 
thofe Senators having a Conference the 28th of laft 
Month with the Minifters of the Czar of Mufcovy, 
made feveral Propofitions to them, the Principal of 
which are. I. That his Czarith Majefty fhould re- 
ftore to the Republick of Poland the fortify’d Places | 
in the Ukrain. Uf. That he fhould likewife reftore 
thofe he is poffeffed of in’ Livonia. IIJ. That he 
fhould allow the Roman Catholicks free Exercife of 
their Religion throughout his Dominions, And Thar 
he fhould forthwith pay the Summ he had promifed 
for paying the Army of the Crown. To which the 


Czar’s Minifters return’d Anfwer the Firft Inftant,viz. 


That his Czarifh Majefty was ready to agree to the 


firft Propofition ; that for the Second, he Would a- 
_ gree to it after a Peace fhall be made, and that in the 


mean time he is _— to receive Polifh Troops into 
the faid Places of Livonia, to guard them joyntly. 
: 


with his own Forc#s; and that he would foci declere 
his Intention upon the other Points propofed. 

Letters from Drefden of the 23d. of December, 
fay the Staroft Smigiclski furpriz’d Warfaw the 11th, 
and mnde Prifoners of War the Governour put in by 
the new King, fome Officers, and berween 3 
and 400 Swedith Soldiers. General Patkul, the Czar 
of Mufcovy’s Minifter, is put under Confinement at 
Prefden, and all his Papers feized ; for what caufe is 
not yet known. 


Hague, January 1. The Conclufion of the 
Treaty for 4000 Palatines to march to Italy to ferve 
under Prince Eugene, is ftill retarded ; and the En- 
voy of Savoy expreffing great Impatience about ir, 
“is now begun to be difcours’d that the States will 
fend that Nu.nber of theis own Forces to Italy, un- 
lefs the next Letcers from the Court of Duffeldorp 
bring the Elector of Palatines final Determination to 
fend thole Troops. The 24th of laft Month, the 
Emperor's Minifter had a Conference with the De- 
puties of the States touching a Sum of 10000 
Crowns which his Imperial Majefty would botrow 
in this Country, in order to remit it, as alfo 250000 
Crowns furnifh’d him by England, to Prince Eugene 
of Savoy. *Tis faid Part of that Sum furnifh’d by 
England is actually remitted to Vienna, to reimburfe 
fome Merchants of that City, who upon the Duke 
of Marlborough’s Promife when he was there ad- 
vanc’d Money and fent it to Prince Eugene. The 
States have given their Guaranty, or Promife to fe- 
cure thofe of our Merchants who have undertaken 
to advance. the faid 100000 Crowns to the Empe- 
ror. The Electorefs of Bataria having lately written 
a Letrer to the Queen of Engiand, to implort her 
Majefty’s Protection, and Incerccifton in her Favour 
with the Imperial Court, the iaft *‘ail from England 
bought an Anfwer from Per Britannick Majetty, 
which is forwarded to tha: Elect refs. Monfieur 
Croonftroom has sgited with French Com- 
mifioners at Turnout upon aa Exchange of Prifo- 
ners, on the fame Foot with the Agreeinent made 
in 1703 * The French King’s Apprebation of thisnew 
Agreement is expected. The States to kee up a 
good Correfpondence with England, have refolv d to 
fend thither Monfieur Buys Penfionary of the City 
of Amfterdam.
